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Tri-Town Recognizes Fire Safety Month

October is Fire Safety Month, and the Tri-Town 
fire departments are opening their doors for residents to 
get a peek at what happens behind the scenes. This is the 
time of year when children get to climb aboard robust fire 
engines, watch demonstrations of fire ladders spiral to the 
sky and learn about the special gear firefighters wear to 
protect them from fiercely hot temperatures. 

Last Sunday, October 10, the Marion Fire 
Department opened its doors to over 100 people 
interested in learning more about its life-saving work. 
"It was good for the public to see how the whole thing 
works," Marion Fire Chief Thomas Joyce said. The event 
included plenty of activities for children, including an 
opportunity to squirt a fire hose on a simulated fire. "That 
one station was busy the whole day," Mr. Joyce reported. 

In addition, the fire department simulated a car 
crash, which it opened up with the Jaws of Life with 
a dummy victim inside. In addition, the Emergency 
Medical Services team demonstrated how it treats crash 
victims and safely transfers them to ambulances. 

Mr. Joyce said Marion students from preschool 
through sixth grade will all visit the fire station to learn 
about its important role in keeping people safe. 

Mattapoisett also is hosting an open house at its 
Fire Department on October 14 from 6:00 to 8:30 pm. The 
event promises plenty of children's activities and safety 
advice for Halloween, in addition to the opportunity to 
meet Sparky the fire dog. 

According to two recent reports by the U.S. Fire 
Administration, fire represents a real safety threat. Based 
on recent data from the National Fire Incident Reporting 
System, an estimated 9,000 smoking-related fires +980. 
in residential buildings occur annually in the United 
States. These fires result in an estimated average of 450

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deaths, 1,025 injuries and $303 million in property loss. 
In addition, an August 19 report found that 1,800 fatal 
residential building fires occur annually in the United 
States, resulting in an average of 2,635 deaths, 725 injuries, 
and $196 million in property loss. 

Everyone can do his or her part to avoid 
becoming a statistic. The following tips -recommended 
by the U.S. Fire Administration - can help prevent fires in 
one's home. 

• Use a smoke alarm - Every home should have 
at least one functioning smoke alarm. Working smoke 
alarms can double the survival rate of residents in a 
burning house. Test it monthly, keep it free of dust and 
replace the battery at least once per year. 

• Prevent electric fires - Never overload circuits 
or extension cords and do not place cords and wires 
under rugs, over nails or in high traffic areas. Immediately 
shut off and unplug appliances that sputter, spark or emit 
an unusual smell. Have them professionally repaired or 
replaced. 

• Use appliances wisely - Follow the 
manufacturer's safety precautions for appliances carefully. 
Cover all unused outlets, especially in homes with young 
children. 

• Alternate heaters - Make sure that all 
combustible items are at least three feet from portable 
heaters. Keep fire in the fireplace and use fire screens. 
Also, chimney cleaning is recommended annually to 
prevent creosote buildup that could spread a fire. 

• Plan your escape - practice an escape plan from 
every room in the house. Caution everyone to stay low on 
the floor when escaping from a fire and never open hot 
doors. 

• Invest in sprinklers - When sprinklers are 
used in conjunction with smoke alarms, your chances of

are approximately $35 every six months. 

Participants practice and learn skills by filling 
a meeting role, ranging from giving a prepared short 
speech or serving as a timer, evaluator or grammarian. A 
booklet is provided for new members, which helps them 
prepare to give short speeches. The first speech is the 
''ice breaker,'' in which the member speaks about his or 
her life. From there, the speech topics include: speaking 
to persuade, vocal variety, speaking to motivate, and 
speaking to inform. Many members join because their job 
requires them to speak to vendors, employees or in a sales 
capacity. 

Club members help each other to improve 
presentations by suggesting that the speaker move 
around more as he or she speaks, projecting the voice 
more forcefully, using hand gestures, using pauses for 
effect, and other ways that greatly improve the original 
presentation. 

"I joined Marion Toastmasters about a year ago," 
said Marion resident, Pat Emmons, Assistant Professor of 
Math Education at Bridgewater State University. "I saw 
an ad for an open meeting they were having ... in Marion 
and I went," she said. "After that, I was hooked. For me, 
the feedback you get after speaking is so helpful. It's great 
to see members' skills improve over time. It has helped 
me tremendously."

Cumberland Farms formally appealed a 
September 7 Marion planning board decision that rejected 
a proposed expansion of the retail operation and gas 
pumping services at its 406 Wareham Street location. 
Law firm Marcus, Errico, Emmer and Brooks filed the 
appeal on behalf of Cumberland Farms on October 6 
to the Massachusetts Land Court, requesting that the 
court annul the board's decision that rejected two special 
permits and a site plan review for the proposed expanded 
operation. 

"The decision of the Board denying the 
request for special permits and site plan approval is . . . 
unreasonable, arbitrary, capricious, without substantial 
basis in fact, invalid and illegal, and exceeds the 
authority of the board,'' the complaint stated. Planning 
board members Chairman Jay Ryder, Vice Chair Tom 
Magauran, Steve Gonsalves, Joseph Napoli, Jay Crowley, 
John Sweeney and Sherman Briggs all were listed as 
defendants in the appeal. 

"[Cumberland Farms] seems to think all of the 
board are conspiring against them; it certainly is not 
the case. The Board of Health had no comment and 
the fire department had no comment. The whole idea 
of a conspiracy is irrelevant as far as I'm concerned," 
Chairman Ryder said. 

Cumberland Farms initially applied for a special 
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permit and major site review plan on April 22, with an 
additional special permit filed on May 20. The first special 
permit requested the reduction of a front yard setback 
of the proposed canopy for the gas pump station, and 
the second special permit asked for authority for the 
business to operate as a retail establishment. After months 
of hearings, during which Cumberland Farms presented 
revised site plans to address the Planning Board's 
concerns, the company ultimately requested to expand 
the operation to 3,593 square feet. The current operation is 
1,737 square feet. 

During the final hearing on September 7, the 
Planning Board voted 3-3 against both special permits. 
Mr. Gonsalves, Mr. Briggs and Mr. Napoli voted in favor 
of the special permits, and Ms. Crowley, Mr. Magauran 
and Chairman Ryder voted in opposition. The denial 
of the special permits had rendered the decision on the 
site plan review meaningless, thus the board voted 4-0 
to deny the site plan, with Mr. Gonsalves and Mr. Briggs 
abstaining. 

The planning board's rationale for denying the 
special permits and site plan review included concerns 
about safety in regard to increased traffic, deliveries and 
lot coverage. In its decision recorded in the town clerk's 
office on September 16, the planning board stated, "It is 
reasonably anticipated that the lack of adequate queuing 
room to reach the gasoline islands will force vehicles to 
line up on Route 6, an unacceptable risk to public safety." 
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Further, the board stated the plan does not provide 
adequate parking to account for its greater intensity 
of use. In comments on the decision, Mr. Ryder added 
that the proposed new enter and exit lanes would prove 
confusing and potentially risky for Cumberland Farms 
customers. 

In its written decision, the board stated that 
the proposed retail use could exceed 5,000 square feet, 
which is against town bylaws. In addition to the 3,593 
square feet of the expanded establishment, the decision 
stated that the proposed canopied area with four pumps 
could boost the total retail space usage to 5,801 square 
feet. However, Chairman Ryder noted the final decision 
mainly concerned safety issues, and that the retail square 
footage ''is not an issue'' that played into the rejection of 
the proposal. 

In comments on the appeal, Mr. Ryder said, 
"I anticipated it. However, they were unwilling to 
compromise or relay our concerns, especially with regard 
to safety. It was too big of a project for such a large parcel 
of land." 

RMS Addition Work Ahead of Schedule 

Rochester School Committee

A regular meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Tina Rood 
on Thursday, October 7 at 6:30 pm in the Rochester Town 
Hall. Also in attendance were committee members Robin 
Rounseville, Sharon Hartley, Timothy Scholz, Donna 
Laliberte, Principal Jay Ryan, Superintendent Doug 
White, School Business Administrator Katie Isernio and 
Director of Student Services Teresa Hamm. 

Prior to the meeting, a tour of the construction 
site at the Rochester Memorial School (RMS) took place 
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at 5:30 pm, led by Project Manager Robert Braga. The 
project manager reported that the new construction 
phase of the project is ''approximately 70 percent of 
the way completed/' Mr. Braga said that the project 
is ahead of schedule. Highlights of the tour included 
the art and music rooms, which have state of the art 
acoustics, a kiln and a heating system that recaptures hot 
air to be scrubbed and recycled back into the building. 
Mr. Braga pointed out several of the green building 
features during the tour. Mr. Scholz pointed out that 
the Massachusetts School Building Authority would 
reimburse approximately 55 percent of the cost of the 
construction because of the multiple green elements 
in the new addition. The RMS project is one of the 
first in Massachusetts to take advantage of the new 
reimbursement incentives, he added. 

The minutes of the September 2 meeting were 
approved. 

In the Chairperson's report, Ms. Rood reported 
that RMS' open house was successful, with students 
acting as tour guides for their parents. 

In other news, she said the school committee 
met on September 11 to set SMART goals for the coming 
school year, which are based on the goals found in the 5 
Year Strategic Plan outlined by Mr. White. SMART stands 
for goals that are: specific, measurable, attainable, realistic 
and timely. Goals include: increasing global awareness 
by students, reviewing data to make sure students 
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are reaching goals in math and English language arts, 
increasing school committee recognition of community 
service and keeping current with technology. 

Mr. White presented the Superintendents' 
Report with the news that interviews are ongoing and 
that a decision will be made next week on the hiring of 
a Director of Curriculum and Instruction. There were 
23 applications for the position and seven interviews. 
Mr. White also reported on the Race to the Top webinar 
held on September 30. The meeting brought together 
union, administration and school committee members to 
coordinate meeting the four-year goals to receive a share 
of the $250 million in grants available in Massachusetts for 
meeting long-term state educational goals. 

Mr. Ryan presented the Principal's Report and 
noted that student enrollment stands at 548. Mr. Ryan 
presented a hand-out on the Spring 2010 MCAS results, 
which were delivered mid-month and were mailed to 
parents on September 28. Several parent meetings will 
be held to share school-wide results and answer any 
questions they may have about their child's performance 
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or grade level groupings. The MCAS results included 
two categories: English Language Arts and Math. The 
charts listed results in Rochester, Mattapoisett and Marion 
by grade level. Third, fourth, fifth and sixth grades were 
reported. 

In addition to Tri-Town results, Mr. Ryan reported 
the statewide results. Categories included: Advanced and 
Above Proficient, Proficient, Needs Improvement and 
Warning / Failing. Various levels of the data included: 
males / females, race, income and students with and 
without disabilities. Mr Ryan said that having several 
years of data helps in the analysis of groups of students 
and individual students. An example noted by Mr. 
Ryan was that of an ''open response'' type question in 
the Language Arts. Reviewing the MCAS results might 
show one group doing exceptionally well on answering 
open response questions, while another group might 
not. "We'll focus in on that and find out why," said Mr. 
Ryan. Superintendent White said that the hiring of a new 
Curriculum Director is part of the overall initiative to 
continue to improve upon MCAS scores in the Tri-Town 
area. 

Food Service Director Suzanne Souza presented 
her report with a profit and loss statement, showing a 
loss of approximately $5,116.75 for fiscal year 2010. A 
discussion of the statement followed, with a review of 
the labor costs and the food costs of the district. During 
the year, 3,574 student meals and 170 adult meals were 
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served, totaling 3,744 meals at a cost of $3.48 per meal. 
Actual cost for the meals was $4.66, resulting in a loss 
of $1.18 per meal. The Committee agreed to review the 
information and make a decision at the next meeting 
about raising the cost of meals. 

At this point, Ms. Hamm presented the Special 
Education Program Plan. The report noted that the total 
number of students enrolled in the district was 557, 
with 86 eligible for special education. The age range for 
students eligible for special education is three to 21. 

Ms. Hamm said that the Individuals with 
Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) continues to emphasize 
the need to provide appropriate educational services to 
students with disabilities in order to improve educational 
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results for these students. The 2004 version of the IDEA 
emphasizes the role of parents and expands opportunities 
for general educators, and special educators to work 
together in partnerships that support student learning 
and the success of students in adult life. The committee 
agreed that the strength and implementation of the 
special education plan directly impacts MCAS and state 
education goals. 

In other business, the committee approved 
a request by Heather Bacchiocchi from Project Grow 
for opening their fundraising events to all Tri-Town 
elementary schools. Fundraising events include a sale 
of easy-to-prepare foods by Tastefully Simple. Another 
event is the second annual Dine In / Out night on the last 
Friday before Christmas at Rose & Vicky's of Marion. 
A Toe Jam Puppet Band concert is planned for the last 
weekend in March. All proceeds will go to the Project 
Grow scholarship fund. 

Also approved was a request from the Early 
Childhood Office, Old Rochester Regional School District 
for a printout of the names, addresses and dates of birth 
for children born from September 1, 2004 to the present. 
The information will be used to send targeted mailings 
to children and their families regarding various services 
available through the Early Childhood Office, including 
screening services, funding assistance for early care and 
education, parent education opportunities, and family 
events. 

Mr. Scholz then presented the Building 
Committee Report. He noted general high attendance at 
the committee meetings and said that the only concern 
regarding the addition is the late arrival of the windows. 
"Our money is being well spent,'' Mr. Scholz said. A 
list of surplus property was presented and a discussion 
followed regarding offering the property, which included 
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180 school desks, to other schools or possibly a non-profit 
organization that can use them. 

Budget transfers were approved for a total of 
$76,675.54 for monies moving from transportation, speech 
therapy, extended year program, and transportation 
collaborative over to tuition collaborative. An 
approximate shortfall in the overall budget of $84,000, 
due to loss of the Rural District (READS) and other grants, 
prompted an agreement for a Budget Committee meeting 
to be scheduled for October 15 at 9:30 am. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee will take place on November 4 at 6:30 pm. A 
tour of the building will take place prior to the meeting at 
5:30 pm at the school. The Committee voted to adjourn at 
8:42 pm. 

Sippican MCAS Results Presented 

Marion School Committee

A regular meeting of the Marion School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Jane 
McCarthy on October 6 at 6:30 pm in the Marion Town 
Hall. Also present were committee members Christine 
Winters, Brad Gordon, Jay Pateakos and Joseph Scott. 

In the Chairperson's report, Ms. McCarthy 
reported that all Tri-Town school committees convened 
for an "extremely successful'' retreat on September 11. 
She said the group worked on the Strategic District Plan, 
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as well as individual committee goals. The four main 
goals crafted by the Tri-Town committees include: that all 
students engage in learning; student global awareness; the 
development by students of social skills and citizenship; 
and better use of technology. 

Chair McCarthy then announced that the school 
hired an additional sixth grade teacher. Heather Sullivan, 
due to concern about unusually large sixth grade classes 
at the beginning of the year. The classes on average 
included 28 students at the start of the year, and the 
new teacher brings down class size to approximately 
19 students per class. ''She has jumped right in,'' noted 
Principal Lyn Rivet. 

In the Superintendent's report, Douglas White 
reported that he attended the monthly Massachusetts 
Association for Regional Schools meeting at Assabet 
Valley Regional Vocational High School. He said the event 
offered him networking opportunities and knowledge of 
trends impacting regional school districts. 

In other news, Mr. White announced that there 
are two finalists for the Director of Curriculum and 
Instruction position, and that a candidate will be chosen 
soon to fill the position. 

In the Principal's report, Ms. Rivet said that the 
Open House was well attended, although parents with 
multiple children did find the new format "abrupt." She 
said a survey is available on the school website for parents 
interested in commenting on the new format. 
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The principal also discussed the development of 
Virtual Backpacks, which will allow parents to receive 
information and fill out forms online. She said more 
information on this initiative will be sent to parents. In 
addition, the introduction of the new math curriculum. 
Every Day Math, has been a success, she said. "Math 
is fun, and homework is just the right amount of 
work,'' she said, describing the feedback received thus 
far. Vice Principal Sarah Goerges, who also is a part- 
time Kindergarten teacher, added: "The teachers are 
supporting each other. It's been a smooth start." 

In a statement of her report provided at the 
meeting, it was noted that following a residency 
investigation, the new policy was invoked, leading the 
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school to require two students to return to their school 
district of residency. 

Food Service Director Susanne Souza then 
provided data on the number of students purchasing 
or receiving free and reduced-cost lunches at Sippican 
School. Chairperson McCarthy remarked with surprise 
that 20 percent of students are receiving free or reduced 
lunches. Ms. Souza cited the economy and also the 
anonymity provided by the new NutriKids cafeteria 
point-of-sale system as explanation for the high 
percentage. A letter soon will go out to all parents about 
the intricacies of NutriKids, including how to limit 
purchases, she said. 

Despite the introduction of healthier fare at the 
cafeteria, lunch counts were down by 800 lunches during 
the month of September. "We are working to find out 
why'' Ms. Souza said, adding that September is typically 
a slow month for hot lunch purchases. The food service 
director said that a new program helping students choose 
a well-balanced lunch will be rolled out in November. 

Ms. Souza also mentioned that seniors 
participating in a work-off program recently assisted 
students at Old Hammondtown with using the new 
NutriKids system. 

Facilities Director Steve Murphy then delivered 
his report. Cleanliness at the school was deemed 
"unsatisfactory'' he said, following an inspection of the 
building. He said the inspections dovetail the district 
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goal of creating "a clean and healthy environment so 
learning can happen/' He said new cleaning practices 
to reduce allergens would be introduced to workers. In 
terms of mechanical issues, he said that Direct Digital 
Control devices at the school were found to operate past 
their allotted times and that these devices would be 
reprogrammed to fix this error. 

Last meeting, Mr. Murphy presented a report 
requesting $143,200 to implement new energy saving 
measures, namely the installation of advanced Direct 
Digital Control units. Mr. Gordon noted that the projected 
2.5-year payback time "looks like a good investment.'' 
Estimated yearly savings were increased from the original 
report to approximately $67,000 per year. 
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The committee unanimously approved the 
monies requested by Mr. Murphy. This amount will 
be subtracted from the $247,000 currently in the rental 
account. 

At this point, the September 9 minutes were 
approved. 

In the finance report. School Business 
Administrator Katie Isernio announced that Debra Brown 
recently was hired as an accountant in her office. 

Ms. Rivet then launched into a lengthy talk 
describing in detail the 2010 MCAS results. In summary, 
the principal determined that school-wide, in English 
Language Arts, students excelled in the areas of 
vocabulary, understanding text and poetry. Conversely, 
students struggled with performances below the state 
average in the areas of nonfiction, genre, and open 
response. In Math, students performed at the advanced 
level in the following topic areas: 

• Data analysis, statistics and probability 

• Patterns, relations and algebra 

• Tools and symbols 

However, questions for which students had 
difficulty related to geometry, measurement and number 
sense. To address shortfalls, Ms. Rivet said that school 
staff will: 

• Continue aligning school-wide use of the 
Comprehension Toolkit 

• Use common language within and across teams 

• Use of rubrics K-6 

• Adoption of power standards and Every Day 

Math 

In response to a question from Ms. Winters on 
how Sippican School fares in comparison to other district 
schools, Ms. Rivet replied that all Tri-Town schools 
perform at comparable levels.

Mr. White stated that the state is taking 
feedback from Massachusetts educators about the 
adoption of federal common core standards. He said 
the commonwealth is determined to maintain rigorous 
standards and that it recently received funding to 
develop its own assessment tool as a recipient of Race 
To The Top monies. "We've always been cutting edge in 
Massachusetts, and we will continue to be the state that 
leads the initiative/' he said. 

Teresa Hamm, Director of Student Services, 
provided the most recent Special Education Program 
Plan, which includes new information on bullying as 
required under the new anti-bullying law. Usually 
the report is required every three years, she said, but 
the implementation of the new law required the anti- 
bully ing-related language. The committee approved the 
plan, which is required by the Department of Education 
by December 3. 

Shortly thereafter, the committee approved one 
of two fall fundraisers for Project Grow. The committee 
decided it needed more information on one of the new 
fundraising efforts before granting its approval. 

In his report on Southern Massachusetts 
Educational Collaborate, Mr. Pateakos said the 
organization is concerned about a drop in enrollment 
due to a change in criteria affecting eligibility to join. 
Ms. McCarthy said that the Early Childhood Council is 
scheduled to meet on October 26 in her report. 
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The superintendent also mentioned that he 
attended the Regional Educational Assessment and 
Diagnostic Services (READs) meeting on September 23 
with Ms. Hamm. He said the current Executive Director, 
Martin Hanley, is stepping down in June, thus an effort is 
underway to find a replacement. 

Mr. Patekos reported on the latest meeting 
of the Tri-Town Educational Foundation. He said the 
organization is creating a new pamphlet and established a 
subcommittee to build a web site. He said the foundation 
hopes to encourage more Marion teachers to apply for its 
grants. 

The Tri-Town regionalization committee recently 
met to begin the process of assessing the pros and cons 
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of regionalizing the elementary schools. Mr. White said 
the group is going to hire a consultant to examine the full 
financial ramifications of merging the district. 

At this point, the school committee approved 
its goals for the next year and beyond, which include: 
reducing paper consumption by 10 percent; investing 
in energy saving measures such as that undertaken by 
Facilities Director Mr. Murphy; 100 percent of teachers 
utilizing the web site on a consistent basis; at least a 
96 percent attendance; and implementing responsive 
classroom strategies. Mr. Rivet remarked that last year 
the attendance was on average 95.6 percent; schools that 
are under 95 percent are subject to state warnings. She 
said moving half days from Friday to Wednesday has 
significantly helped curb number of reported absences. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the committee 
voted to adjourn at 8:37 pm. 

Town Rejects Goodspeed Island Bylaw 

Mattapoisett Fall Special Town Meeting

Town Moderator Jack Eklund called 
Mattapoisett' s Special Town Meeting to order at 6:32 
pm on Tuesday, October 12 in the auditorium of Old 
Rochester Regional High School. After briefly introducing 
town officials, he led residents in the recitation of the 
Pledge of Allegiance followed by a moment of silence. 
Without further ado, he opened the floor to the first 
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article. 

Article 1 requested that the town amend 
the general bylaws to allow dogs to be off-leash and 
unchained at Goodspeed Island. "I implore everyone 
to agree with this vote. Many of us are dog owners and 
our dogs have a right to water/' said petitioner Amy 
Hardwick. 

Beth Kunz, an attorney representing one of two 
owners of property at Goodspeed Island, argued that the 
article "is too vague to be of any consequence.'' She said 
that the deed to the town specifically restricts use of the 
beach for recreational purposes. Further, she argued that 
off-leash dogs would require patrols and that the sensitive 
natural environment could be adversely affected. 

Nora Cross, a self described dog owner who 
owns a property at Goodspeed Island, commented that 
dog waste already is an issue at the location. "What's 
going to happen when the dogs are running and the 
owners can't run after them [to clean them up]?" she 
asked. 

Ann Tinker, who described herself as a public 
health specialist, added: "I'm concerned about the 
implications of the amendment. This is a fragile 
environment where children and family like to walk, 
and property owners will be adversely affected," she 
said, commenting that an approved motion would 
designate the beach as a ''dog beach" and open it up to on 
onslaught of dogs. She added that "dog fights" might put 
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the town at liability risk. 

Doug Schneider, a land surveyor, noted that lack 
of a definition regarding where the proposed dog beach 
will take place. He said Goodspeed Island technically 
begins at Depot Street and stretches all the way to the 
Reservation Golf Course Property. A brief exchange then 
clarified that Nasketucket Bay State Reservation does 
allow dogs to be unleashed and enter the water. However, 
Animal Control Officer Kathy Massa confirmed that the 
state reservation also is open to hunting from October and 
February, which may put a dog in harm's way. 

Resident Ray Andrews then pointed out that in 
the mid 1990s, the town did vote to allow unleashed dogs 
at Goodspeed Island, but it was not codified by the town 
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clerk. ''We clearly defined the rights to allow dog owners 
to take their dogs [off leash] to Goodspeed Island/' he 
stated. 

The motion failed 186-44. 

Article 2 asked the town to appropriate $40,000 
from Sewer Retained Earnings for the completion of 
the Environmental Impact Report required to finalize 
Mattapoisett's Comprehensive Wastewater Management 
Plan. 

Chairman of the Water and Sewer Commission 
Daniel Chase provided a background summary of his 
request. He said the commission needs the funds to 
finalize an Environmental Impact Report (EIR) that was 
required by the state as part of the town's wastewater 
management plan. Failure to complete the EIR would 
adversely affect the Water and Sewer Commission's 
ability to operate. For example, the commission could not 
approve or process new sewer connections nor embark on 
water improvement projects. Further, the EIR is needed to 
proceed with the construction phase of the Mattapoisett 
Neck sewer project. 

The article then passed 228-12. 

Article 3 requested Mattapoisett residents to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $640,000 by borrowing 
$600,000 and transferring $40,000 by sewer retained 
earnings for the purpose of financing the upgrading of the 
Eel Pond Sewer Lift and Pump Station. 

Water and Sewer Superintendent Nick Nicholson 
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explained to town residents that the state approached the 
town of Mattapoisett in August with an offer to finance 
a comprehensive upgrade of the sewer treatment plant 
at Eel Pond, which pumps 96 percent of sewer flow to 
treatment plant in Fairhaven. Mr Nicholson said the 
improvement would require an 8 percent increase on the 
sewer rate. 

Finance committee Chairman Dick Gamache 
stated that his committee does not recommend this 
article. He said the Finance Committee learned about the 
article three weeks ago and failed to receive adequate 
information. Further, he said: 'This is no emergency as far 
as we can tell . . . We'd rather see this held over until May." 

Mr Chase then weighed in. 'As the station's 
pumps age, the ability to pump sewer waste at their 
capacity diminishes." He said the two current pumps are 
running continuously and if a failure occurs due to excess 
rain, raw sewage potentially could flow directly into the 
harbor He said the upgrade would include a third pump 
and replace the currently operating pumps. He added: 
"With the current funding environment, bids would come 
in favorably." 

The article, which required a two-thirds majority 
vote, passed 142-54. 

Article 4 asked town residents to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to acquire by purchase, gift or 
otherwise for water supply protection and conservation 
purposes, the fee simple interest in one or both land 
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parcels located on Acushnet Road. Further, state, federal 
and other outside grants would be utilized for such 
purposes. The article also requested the town to authorize 
other boards to "take such action as may be necessary to 
effectuate the vote.'' 

Mainly, the select board explained that the article 
does not require additional town funding, but enables the 
Coalition of Buzzards Bay to leverage enough money to 
acquire land for preservation. ''This particular property is 
not all wetlands," Allan Decker of the Coalition said. "The 
parcel already is subdivided and there five residential lots 
there." He also said two ANR surveys were completed 
that potentially could translate into two more residential 
lots. 

The article, which requires a two-thirds vote, 
passed 159-14. 

Article 5 asked the town of Mattapoisett to 
amend the vote taken under Article 35 during the 
May 10 Spring Annual Meeting. Essentially, the article 
appropriated $610,000 for the purpose of financing the 
replacement of existing sewer on North Street from 
Water Street north to the area of 55 North Street. The 
amendment would replace the owners of the benefitted 
parcels, changing it from "Bay Club of Mattapoisett LLC" 
with "The Bay Club Community Association." The article 
passed unanimously, 170-0. 

Article 6 asked the town the appropriate the 
sum of $3,000 from surplus revenue for the purpose of 
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performing pre-employment physicals, drug screening 
and work capacity testing on individuals seeking 
employment with the town. 

"This is a more of a formality/' Select Chair 
Jordan Collyer explained, noting that the pre-employment 
screenings already are routine. He said that the Board 
of Selectmen is seeking approval of the motion as a 
stop gap measure to ensure funding is available to fund 
employment screening before as the next hiring season 
approaches. The motion carried unanimously 160-0. 

Article 7 requested the town to appropriate $7,500 
from surplus revenue for the purpose of performing the 
federally required Actuarial Study of Long Term Retiree 
Health Insurance costs. The article passed 159-1. 

Article 8 asked Mattapoisett to appropriate the 
sum of $32,000 from Waterways Retained Earnings for 
the purpose of performing certain improvements needed 
at the town piers and waterfront. These improvements 
include upgrades to the electrical power supply system, 
component replacement and upgrades, and the cost of 
drawing project specifications and bidding of proposed 
future work. 

Mr. Collyer, who represented Harbormaster Steve 
Mach on the motion, clarified that the monies would not 
come from taxpayers or free cash, but from enterprise 
fees. He noted that Mello Wharf has not seen substantial 
upgrades in 35 to 40 years. ''This would be done on a 
very well thought out, phased plan," he said. The article 
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passed 160-0 

Article 9, which asked the town to appropriate 
the sum of $12,000 by transfer from the Municipal 
Waterways Fund for fiscal year 2011, passed unanimously 
160-0. 

Article 10 requested the town to transfer 
$17,910.77 from the receipts reserved for appropriation 
insurance proceeds greater than $20,000 to cover the fiscal 
year 2010 appropriation deficit. The motion carried 160-0. 

Article 11 asked the town to appropriate $15,000 
from surplus revenue to complete the replacement of the 
Fire Department Emergency Communication System, 
and all incidental and related costs. "There are still gaps 
in communication because some individuals use [older 
equipement],'' Town Administrator Michael Gagne said. 
The motion passed 160-0. 

Article 12 requested that the town authorize 
the use of a revolving fund for the purpose of providing 
library services, programs, supplies, equipment, wages, 
salaries, fringe benefits and any related expenses. The 
motion passed unanimously, 160-0. 

Article 13 requested the town to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to acquire by gift, purchase, eminent 
domain or otherwise the necessary easement for a 
portion of the Mattapoisett Bicycle Path, which is east 
of Reservation Road. According to Town Administrator 
Mr. Gagne, he said the motion is required to "perfect the 
easement and rights," to ensure that portions of the lot 
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could be used as a bike path. Mr. Gagne stressed that if 
the town determines that eminent domain is necessary, 
a town vote is required to fund such a transaction. ''This 
allows us to bargain in good faith and move forward/' 
Chairman Collyer added. 

The vote, which requires a two-thirds majority, 
carried 145-5. 

Article 14 requested that Mattapoisett residents 
authorize the appropriation of $32,500 from surplus 
revenue for the purpose of paying outstanding prior 
year invoices. These invoices include $28,118 for legal 
expenses, $1,980 for general government expenses, and 
$2,402 for school expenses. The motion, which requires a 
nine-tenths vote, carried unanimously, 150-0. 

Article 15 asked the town to appropriate $220,000 
from surplus revenue for the purpose of funding a 
proposed settlement in the matter of Firmino Gomes et 
al. vs. Town of Mattapoisett Plymouth Superior Court. 
The pending litigation, which was been going on for 
several years, was prompted by a leaking underground 
storage tank. "We've incurred significant expenses above 
and beyond the appropriation from last fiscal year," Mr. 
Gagne said. The town approved the motion unanimously 

Article 16 requested that town residents amend 
the Mattapoisett General Bylaws to protect the wetlands, 
and related water resources by controlling activities 
deemed by the Conservation Commission likely to have 
a significant effect upon sensitive resource areas. After a

Rules for Home Businesses Discussed 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Sarah K. Taylor 

A meeting of the Rochester Planning Board was 
called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson at 6:18 pm 
on Tuesday, October 12, at the Rochester Town Hall. 
Board members in attendance included 
John DeMaggio, Dan McGaffey Bendrix Bailey, Susan 
Peterson, Town Planner John Charbonneau and Secretary 
Shirley Darcy. Town planning consultant Phil Herr also 
attended the meeting. 

The board examined methods of fostering 
home-based small businesses in Rochester. Home-based 
businesses currently are restricted to one employee, thus 
would require commercial permitting if more employees 
are required. Mr. Bailey pointed out that lawyers require 
paralegals and secretaries, and dentists require assistants 
as well as someone to answer the phone and keep track 
of paperwork. This restriction could prevent a number of 
small, home-based businesses from being able to operate. 

A discussion then ensued on whether the town 
should list what professions are permissible at home 
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without a commercial permit, and ultimately it was 
determined that the type of business is not as important 
to the Planning Board as the traffic, parking and noise a 
business generates. As Chairman Johnson put it: "One of 
the distinctions we need to consider for earning a living 
at home is the difference between retail and non-retail.'' 
Because these home businesses are located in agricultural 
and residential zones, the board agreed on the importance 
of protecting neighbors from being disturbed by home- 
based businesses. 

Mr. Bailey asked the board to consider business 
parking lots separate from residential parking, and with a 
limited number of spaces to be determined by the Board. 

Mr. Herr asked about residents who are hesitant 
to come into meetings to discuss issues around their 
home-based business operations. Chairman Johnson 
responded, "People who are running a business out of 
their home are not taxed. They are saving on rent and 
utilities, and maybe that makes their business feasible. 
Still, if the town says spend a little more on an engineer, 
or go to meetings, that's okay. They're saving thousands 
of dollars a month," he said. Road-side stands also were 
discussed, and it was determined that no stand should 
exceed 1,000 square feet, and that all stands must be no 
less than 15 feet away from the street. 

The board also discussed the size of guest houses. 
The Board agreed that as long as there is no kitchen and 
that the homes are restricted to transient guests, the actual 



size can vary. 

The minutes from the September 14 and 
October 15 meetings, in addition to a voucher from 
WB Mason for $10.95, were approved. There being 
no further matters in need of discussion, the meeting 
was adjourned at 7:50 pm. 

School Report 

ORRHS New Hire: Ms. Sullivan

This year. Old Rochester Regional High 
School (ORRHS) is welcoming a new teacher to the 
science department. Ms. Sullivan currently is teaching 
some of the chemistry and anatomy classes that are 
offered at ORRHS, although her field of expertise is 
mainly chemistry. Her bachelor's degree, which is in 
Biochemistry, came from University of Massachusetts at 
Dartmouth.

"It helps 
you keep track of where your students are and helps the 
parents stay up-to-date on their student's progress." In 
a small school like ORRHS, PowerSchool facilitates more 
communication between parents and teachers. 

One aspect of ORRHS that Ms. Sullivan was 
not completely used to was the rotating schedule. The 
rotating schedule often is the most difficult thing for 
freshmen and transfer students to get used to, as well. 
In the schedule, there are two days of different classes 
— odd and even. The order of the classes on these 
two days rotates throughout the week, with a result of 
eight different days and order of classes. "The rotating 
schedule seemed intimidating at first," Ms. Sullivan said, 
"but after the first cycle was completed I have come to 
really enjoy it." ORRHS has chosen to use this particular 
model for the rotating schedule because it allows the 
classes to meet for longer periods, as well as for the

A lot of Caspar Noe's Enter the Void unfolds through the eyes 
of its protagonist Oscar (Nathaniel Brown) — literally. The camera 
takes his point of view to the extent of blinking when he blinks. 
I, on the other hand, spent much of the two hour-and- 18 -minute 
running time not blinking. Enter the Void is not for the impatient 
(or those susceptible to motion sickness, since Noe's vertiginous 
camera swirls around near-constantly during the last hour or so); 
it's a massive, epic experiment that asks and presumes to answer 
the biggest of big questions — what happens after you die? 

Oscar, a low-level American drug dealer living in Tokyo with 
his exotic-dancer sister Linda (Paz de la Huerta), is shot by police 
early on in the film, and most of the subsequent narrative follows 
his soul, or his spirit, or whatever, as it floats around Tokyo 
keeping tabs on the people he knew in life. There's his scruffy 
friend Alex (Cyril Roy), who has a crush on Linda. There's one of 
his buyers Vincent (Oily Alexander), whose mother has slept with 
Oscar on the sly. There's his supplier Bruno (Ed Spear), said to 
have strange predilections involving ripe young buyers. We also 
travel with Oscar into his past, marred by his parents' car accident 
when he and Linda were very young, and scarred by their resultant 
lack of development — Oscar has a definite mother/sister/breast 
fixation, and Linda herself likes to kiss Oscar in a decidedly 
unsisterly way. 

If you're going to make a lengthy meditation on life and 
afterlife, you might as well set it in the seamy sections of neon- 
drenched Tokyo, present a drug dealer and a stripper as your leads, 
and top it all off with gouts of state-of-the-art fractal eye-pops. 
(I'd hardly expect a bold filmmaker to tell this story from the 
viewpoint of a film critic. Blink, watch a movie, blink, eat some 
pizza and surf the web, blink, write the review. . .) Enter the Void is 
a monster, often mesmerizing, sometimes trying. Noe, author of 
the polarizing and galvanizing / Stand Alone and Irreversible, sets 
the movie up as his grand statement, the dense volume his other 
work was leading up to. It attempts to nail down, in pure-cinema 
vocabulary, the highest of high mysteries — the eternal yin/yang 
connection between sex and death, eros and thanatos. 

Nobody will remember this for the performances, although 
Paz de la Huerta's furiously grieving Linda has a formidable 




freak-out, and the non-actor Cyril Roy makes something scuzzily 
amiable out of Alex. Nathaniel Brown, another non-actor, is 
blank in a way that works for the film, since Oscar's experience is 
supposed to be ours (and we hardly ever see anything other than 
the back of his head anyway). The Oscar 's-POV style pulls us into 
his head, and even if we wouldn't do what he does, or don't share 
his particular psychological quirks, we're with him by cinematic 
default. The look of the film is by turns grainy, razor- sharp, blurry, 
elegiac, normal, neon-strobe hell. Whatever team gets to master 
this beast for Blu-ray has their work cut out for them. Oh, and at 
one point we and Oscar go on a floating tour through the "Love 
Hotel," where various couples go at it joyously or joylessly, their 
naughty bits glowing or giving off wafts of sexual energy visible, I 
suppose, only to voyeuristic spirits. 

Enter the Void takes us up to the moment of death and beyond 
— convincingly, I guess; certainly nobody else has conducted an 
inquiry into these matters at such length and at such an intense 
pitch. The movie is metaphysically disorienting — you carry it 
with you after it's over, because you're still blinking, so you still 
feel as though you're in Oscar's headspace. Noe clearly expended 
an inhuman amount of effort and imagination and post-production 
elbow grease; if he announced that this would be his swan song, 
I wouldn't be surprised — how do you follow up Enter the Voidl 
The film will strike viewers as brilliant and profound, or vapid 
and pretentious, in roughly equal measure, much like Noe's other 
work; it can stand alongside recent cult epics like Synecdoche, 
New York and Inception, and may even come within spitting 
distance of Kubrick, Tarkovsky, Kieslowski — poet-philosophers 
who brought their rigorous yet becalmed vision to bear on the 
essence of this trip we're all on. 

A gauntlet has been thrown here, I feel. Noe is not the first to 
try the individual tricks here, but the way he puts them all together, 
in service of something far larger than just a movie, is ferociously 
and uniquely his own. Whether you adore or loathe it, it takes 
a fearless, barrier- shattering behemoth like this film to kick a 
slumbering cinema up a step or two. Enter the Void is a real next- 
level achievement.
